Of Equipment 


Council Authorizes 
Bloor To Seek Bids 
On Street Machinery 


City Council provided $12,000 for 
new street department equipment 
Monday night and authorized the 
administration to proceed with the 
purchase. 


M embers approved legislation to 
pay for the new machinery with a 
bond issue. It includes a roller es­ 
tim ated to cost $3,545; a grader, 
$4,800; 
a mobile blacktop patch 
m ixer, $2,000; two ash spreaders, 
$700, and a street sweeper’s cart, 


$110. 
Safety-Service Director Lawrence 
S. Bloor was authorized to adver­ 
tise for bids and sign a contract 
for the machinery. 
However, he estim ated a week 
ago that the city could not expect 
delivery before July I. 
Although the estim ated cost of 
the m achinery totals only $11,166, 
Solicitor Joseph Cooper explained 
the $12,000 issue will provide enough 
money for the first year’s interest 
on the bonds, estim ated at $480, 
and other incidental expenses like 
publication of legal notices. 
Council gave informal approval 
to the purchase at a caucus April 
13 in which specifications a n d 
prices on the machinery were ex­ 
plained by Mayor Arnold W. Dev­ 
on and Director Bloor. 
The 
administration 
spokesmen 
were called in after Council split, 
3-3, on the bond legislation April 6. 
The three dissenters explained they 
wanted more data on the machin­ 
ery. 
Originally, plans called only for 
the purchase of the roller and the 
grader, but at the m eeting April 
13 the director told Council money 
saved by buying a lighter grader 
would perm it the purchase of the 
blacktop m ixer, ash spreaders and 
sweeper’s cart. 
Both pieces of legislation approv­ 
ed last night carried em ergency 
clauses, m eaning they will go into 
effect im m ediately after they are 
signed bv the mayor.

“ I guess it’s because of the ride. 
They were too sick to come,” P ur­ 
vis said. 
Purvis had a chest and stomach 
ailment.

Building for Tomorrow 
One important measure of our Nation*• 
strength in found in its steel production capac­ 
ity. In the continuing expansion of this 
country’s steel facilities, National Steel is 
proud to play an important part. During 
1952 two new blast furnaces were completed 
at Great Lakes Steel Corporation and Weir­ 
ton Steel Company, adding nearly 1,000,000 
tons per year to pig iron output. Total pig 
iron rapacity now stands at about 4,500,000 
tons annually. In addition, total steelmaking 
capacity was increased to 5,650,000 tons. 
Thin represents an increase of \7>% since 1946—the largest relative increase of 
any major company in the industry. 


An important addition to raw material reserves was made during 1952 with 
the acquisition of a substantial interest in extensive limestone quarries in 
Michigan.

Net earnings for the year 1952 were $37,559,477 verona $45,287,093 in 195L 
Earnings per share for the corresponding years were $5.19 and $6.15. Dividends 
totaling $3.00 were paid to stockholders riming the year. 


National’s total tax bill for 1952 amounted to $514283,113 as against 
$103,336,961 for 1951. It should be pointed out that this reduction in the tax 
bill was caused by the reduction in earnings, and not by lowering of the tm 
rates. The tax take from each doflar of 1952 sales was 9.3 cents, compared 
with profit of 6.9 cents. Taxes amounted to 137% of net earnings, or $6.97 
per share. A continuance of such high tax rates is hound to have an adverse 
effect on business development, because business concerns find it inereasangfy 
difficult to build up reserves to help finance expansion aud improvement. 


Things to Come 


National Steel’s record of growth, great ae it is, 
is not finished. For example, the uncompleted 
portion of the current expansion program 
amounted to an estimated $90,000,000 at the 
end of 1952 or half again as much as was invented 
in new plant, equipment, and facilities daring that year. By late 1953 it is 
anticipated that total steel capacity will reach 6,000,000 tons.

Tax Cut Proves Hot Potato For Republicans 


Drive On Blabbermouths 


Since the Eisenhower adm inistration’s drive 
on “blabberm ouths” has been announced and 


wmII soon be a fact of life in Washington, it is 
noteworthy that here is a word without diction­ 
ary sanction. 


Neither W ebster’s 
Unabridged 
nor 
Oxford 
English acknowledges the word, though both are 
fam iliar with its cousins. A “ blabberm outh” be­ 
comes in official usage a “ blabber” one who 
chatters indiscreetly. 


The idea goes back a very long way in Eng­ 
lish usage, always in connection with loose talk. 
Its present danger, of course, is in relation to 
secrets having to do with national security. 


Thus, anyone in Washington who savs what 
should have been left unsaid becomes in some 
degree a “ blabberm outh.” It m ay be taken for 
granted, however, that the degree will be de­ 
term ined by the rank of the “ blabberm outh.” 


An over-stimulated clerk who talks out of 
turn at a cocktail party will be dealt with sum ­ 
marily, whereas an over - stimulated cabinet 
officer charm ed by the sound of his own voice 
at a reception will be dealt with less than sum ­ 
m arily, a practice as old as the history of 
blabbing, which began in the Y ear I B.C. and 
has flourished continuously ever since.

Therefore, a ceiling m ust be put

governmental 
income; 
other- \ 
wise, expenditures will not be cut. 
The Republicans are in the awk- 
ward position that having prom is­ 
ed a tax cut in the course of the 
campaign, they arc unwilling to 
be pushed into what they regard 
as precipitous action. 


THE PRESIDENT and his sec­ 
retary of the treasury prefer to 
balance the budget before they an­ 
nounce a tax cut. On the other 
hand, m em bers of Congress who 
will be up for re-election in 1954 
realize they m ust have a cut if 
they are to win. 
Some strategists hold that the 
tax cut can be delayed until next 
January, with perhaps a retroac­ 
tive period so that the cut will 
be felt by March 15, 1954, and will 
help to win in November. 1954. 
Other equally competent strateg­ 
ists hold that such action will be 
t<fo late and too small in amount 
to m ake much difference. They 
want a tax cut announced during 
the present session of the 83rd Con­ 
gress. 


THIS SITUATION is complicated 
by the actual tax cuts in Canada 
and G reat Britain during the year 
1953. The British cut is particul­ 
arly 
em barrassing 
because 
that 
country is able to do it while it is 
receiving substantial American aid 
—an aid which is one reason why 
it is so difficult to reduce Ameri­ 
can taxes. In a word, we sub­ 
sidize a British tax cut by avoiding 
an American tax cut. 
This is actually what the British 
did: 
I—Income taxes have been re­ 
duced between 5 and 17 per cent, 


with the greatest relief to sm aller 
incomes. 
2—The purchase tax (sales tax 
to us) has been cut by a minimum 
of 25 per cent. 
3—The 30 per cent excess pro­ 
fits tax will end next January. 
4—Incentives in tax reductions 
will be arranged to stimulate pro­ 
duction. 
The Canadians have announced 
an l l per cent cut. Both countries 
stipulate that the cuts are incen­ 
tives to production. If they need 
incentives, why do we not need 
incentives? 
It is a very curious situation be­ 
cause what it amounts to is that 
the Canadians and the British are 
acting with fiscal wisdom in a 
post w ar situation, while the Unit­ 
ed States 
maintains 
a 
w artim e 
economy. Yet, American aid con­ 
tinues to go to G reat Britain. 


FURTHERMORE, the American 
Congress is being asked to reduce 
its tariff.; even to the point of free 
trade in order to stimulate Eu­ 
ropean production while this coun­ 
try maintains an excess profits 
tax which keeps American prices 
high. 
This particular issue is the most 
im portant before Congress and is 
being fought over among Repub­ 
licans with greater vigor than ap­ 
pears in the press. 
Those senators who do not come 
up for election in 1954 are willing 
to go along with the President's 
slow-motion program which they 
feel will come out all right in the 
end. 


THOSE SENATORS who face an 
election in 1954, and all Repre­ 
sentatives, cannot wait that long. 
When they go home in August, 
they want to be able to say that 
the U. S. Congress will do as well 
as the British Parliam ent. Few of 
them will be able to use the alibi 
that it will cheer the American 
heart to get a tax cut in time for 
the November. 1954. election. 
The Democrats never promised 
a tax cut and therefore can evade 
the issue. The danger for the Re­ 
publicans is that the Democrats 
might take advantage of the situa­ 
tion to advocate a tax reduction. 
No one questions the intent or 
purpose of President Eisenhower 
or of Secretary George Humphrey. 
It is a political m atter of timing 
that is at issue. 
Unless there is a world war. a 
tax cut is bound to come, but will 
it affect earnings in 1953, in 1954 
or in 1955? Politically, the sooner

The Conservatives had recommended the end 
of excess profits taxes and the beginning of 
m ore liberal depreciation allowances for indus­ 
tries which wanted to expand their facilities.

Run Ahead Of 
Those In 1952 


Combined Picture 
Bright As 79 Firms 
Tell Of Earnings 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK UP—A cheery pro­ 
fits report card is being handed 
in so far by American business. 
The first 79 companies to issue 
earnings statements for the first 
three months of this year show 
their combined profits after taxes 
running 12 per cent ahead of the’ 
same period last year. 
Two-thirds of the companies did 
better this year than last. Of the 
26 whose report cards are poorer, 
three operated in the red. Last 
year four of them showed a net 
loss. 
The period for which the com­ 
panies are reporting is the one 
directly preceding the start of the 
Kremlin’s peace hints. The effect 
on business production and profits; 
of the peace talks is yet to be 
recorded. 
And this year’s good showing is 
in contrast to last year’s poor one. I 
The first three months of 1952 busi-| 
ness profits were trailing the 1951 
first quarter by 9 per cent. 
That 1951 first quarter, in fact,! 
marked the high point of profits. 
From that quarter until the third 
quarter of 1952 profits consistently! 
fell below their marks of the pre­ 
ceding year. 
The turning point came last sum­ 
m er with the end of the steel 
strike. Profits climbed sufficiently 
in the last half of 1952 to all but 
erase the slideback of the first 
half, so that for 1952 as a whole 
business ran almost neck and neck 
with its 1951 profit performance. 
A majority of business execu­ 
tives are predicting the first half 
of this year will show continued 
profit gains. Then opinion divides, 
with many still betting on the 
year as a whole but a sizable 
number looking for a slackening 
off in the final months.

Accepts Milk 
Code Changes 


County Croup Delays 
Adopting Regulations 
Until Further Study 


LISBON—The Columbiana Coun­ 
ty Board of Health adopted eight 
changes recommended by the milk 
advisory committee in the propos­ 
ed 
standard 
milk code 
at 
its 
monthly meeting Monday night at 
the Courthouse. 
The board took no action to adopt 
the code but will take it under 
further advisement before making 
any final decision. 
If the code is adopted, the ac­ 
tion will come after three routine 
readings during regular sessions 
of the board since one of the 
changes specified that the code not 
be adopted as an emergency meas­ 
ure, aa originally planned. 
The other changes re-define a 
milk producer as a person owning 
three or more cows instead of one 
or more, require inspectors to dis­ 
infect 
footwear 
before 
entering 
barns, require bangs disease and 
tuberculosis accreditation for herds 
owned by producers selling Grade 
A milk, eliminate the six-member 
advisory council, which would have; 
been appointed by the board, and 
require Grade A milk producers to 
maintain a grade of 90 in testing 
programs.

by

Russell j 
Franklin, county sanitarian, w h o 
read a number ®f letters from citi-' 
zens who favor the adoption of 
the code. 
He also read a letter from Nel­ 
son O. Baunach of Salem, chair­ 
man of the milk committee, who 
said he does not believe that “Co­ 
lumbiana County is ready for the 
standard code.” 
John Eifered of East Liverpool, 
former president of the Board of 
Health and a dairy owner, dis­ 
agreed. 
He declared “that the 
county is ready, absolutely ready 
for the code.” 
Lynn Riddle of Lisbon, vice pres­ 
ident of the board, told the group 
of 32 farmers and milk retailers 
that “the board would rather drop 
action on the code altogether than 
jeopardize the public health pro­ 
gram as a whole.” 
The code provides for a strict 
program of bacteriological testing 
of milk and rigid inspection 
of 
barns and dairy plants. It is al­ 
ready in effect in many nearby 
communities and counties.

NEW YORK (jP—An executive of 
the American Newspaper Publish­ 
ers Association said today rising 
costs are more of a problem to 
the nation's newspapers than com­ 
petition from television. 
George C. Biggers of the Atlanta 
Journal and Contitution, vice-pres­ 
ident of the ANPA, told one of 
the opening sessions of the ANPA’s 
67th annual convention: 
“I am not one of those who 
views with alarm the future of 
newspapers because of television. 
; Newspapers years ago took radio 
in their stride and I think will do 
the same with television.” 
“I do believe,” he said in his 
prepared address, “that with the 
j advent of this new form of com- 
i municatien, newspapers will have 
; to take another look at their pic- 
! ture. They will have to extend 
themselves to improve their pro­ 
duct. Executives will have to learn 
from their readers just what it is 
about the newspaper that appeals 
to them and—what is far more im­ 
portant—just w’hat it is about th*' 
newspaper that does not appeal to 
them. . . .

COLUMBUS, O. (.4" — The state 
health department today sharpen­ 
ed its financ a1 ax in anticipation 
of cutting services to local and 
county health departments. 
The cuts will be put into effect 
if a reduced federal health, edu­ 
cation and welfare budget present­ 
ed by Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, 
secretary of the department, is 
approved by Congress. 
Dr. John Porterfield, state health 
director, said the federal budget 
would mean Ohio will get 30 per 
cent less federal grants-in-aid. 
This, he said, “would mean that 
the state department of health 
would have to go back drastically 
to our statutory services and would 
eliminate all possibilities of any 
additional services. 
“Such a reduction in the national 
budget will mean that this depart­ 
ment, which is supplied about one- 
half by federal funds, and local 
health departments will have their 
federal assistance cut by about 
30 per cent. This will be serious 
for us and will be drastic for some 
local departments.” 
Dr. Porterfield said the budget 
submitted by former 
President 
Truman’s 
administration 
would 
have given Ohio about SI,488,863 
for the 1954 fiscal year. He said 


the department estimated 1954 op­ 
erating costs at $2,028,505 and 1955 
costs at $2,083,259. He said the 
figures assumed the General As­ 
sembly would appropriate $1,034.- 
000 for 1954 and $1,062,758 for 1955 
as recommended by Gov. Frank’ 
J. Lausche.
